Skye Halifax saw its share of 
lovers and haters at Thursday 
night’s public input session at 
Dalhousie University. 

“It feels like too much in 
one spot and I don’t think 
the market is going to sup¬ 
port that,” said Halifax resi¬ 
dent Lisa Roberts. 

Paul MacKinnon, with 
the Downtown Halifax 
Business Commission, said 
while they’re pro-develop¬ 
ment, they’re against this 
one since it is so contrary to 
HRMbyDesign. 

“We still believe in HRM¬ 
byDesign and we need to 
see this through,” he said. 

Supports argued a 400- 
unit residential/commer¬ 
cial/hotel project is just 


what Halifax needs to re¬ 
vitalize downtown. 

“I see a great deal of good 
that could come from this,” 
said Dave Belt, with the 
Seaport Farmers Market. “I 
think it’s a spectacularly 
beautiful design.” 

Skye Halifax is the 
48-storey twin tower pro¬ 
posed development pro¬ 
posed for 1591 Granville St. 
It’s United Gulf’s revised de¬ 
velopment after the ‘twist¬ 
ed sisters’ fell through. 

In February, HRM staff 
recommended council re¬ 
ject the proposal because 
it’s over twice the allowable 
height allowance for the 
area and would encroach 
upon the sightline from 
the Gitadel to the harbour 
and the sky from the ram¬ 
parts. 

But council went against 
the recommendation under 
Policy 89, which allows for 
taller buildings if it’s for 
the public good. Skye is in 
the review process which 
will include another staff

Premier Darrell Dexter says he 
has no desire to reopen the issue 
of rent control for the Halifax 
Regional Municipality. 

Speaking to reporters on 
Thursday, Dexter said the prov¬ 
incial government’s focus is on 
the availability of affordable 
housing, rather than limiting 
rent increases. 

“The housing market, if it’s 
robust and if you have people 
building more units, the access 
to those units is actually what 
drives down the cost,” Dexter 
said. “What you don’t want to 
do is create a situation where 
you’re ... filling up the units 
and nobody has any incentive to 
build anymore. That would be, 
in my view, a mistake.” 

Dexter said he sees both 
advantages and disadvantages 
to rent control — noting that, 
without the ability to raise rents, 
some landlords would not have 
an incentive to improve units. 



Dexter was responding 
to Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane’s request for a municipal- 
staff report on the issue after 
she said she’s been getting com¬ 
plaints firom many people in her 
district about lai^e jumps in the 
cost of rent. 

“We need to have more 
housing stock that’s affordable, 
but, again, what does affordable 
mean?” Sloane said. 

Sloane said she wasn’t dis¬ 
couraged with the premier’s 
reluctance. 

“It still means that we need 
a report to see if it would help 
or hander the centre plan,” said 
Sloane. 

“I’m looking at this as a mu¬ 
nicipal coimciUor who has seen 
people leave the downtown and 
peninsular area because they 
can’t afford to five here anymore 
.... I think we’ve just started to 
see the beginning of this.”

The province’s health minis¬ 
ter says she’s “disappointed” 
in the Nova Scotia Nurses 
Union for criticizing staffing 
levels at collaborative emer¬ 
gency centres. 

Maureen MacDonald said 
a lot of consultation, includ¬ 
ing talks with the NSNU, went 
into developing the province’s 
much-touted CECs. 

“I’m disappointed in the 
statement from the nurses’ 
union,” MacDonald told repor¬ 
ters on Thursday. “We worked 
veiy hard to establish CECs to 
ensure that they are safe and 
effective in terms of the care 
they provide in their local 
communities.” 


Janet Hazelton, the 
president of the NSNU, sent 
out a press release on Thurs¬ 
day claiming that nurse-to- 
patient ratios at the CECs are 
making for unsafe working 
conditions for her members. 

The CECs, a big part of the 
NDP’s health-care strategy, are 
staffed by one registered nurse 
and one paramedic under 
the supervision of a Capital 
Health physician. Hazelton 
would like to see two nurses 
working at any given time. 

“We are confident that, 
working with EHS and our 
paramedic colleagues, the 
two-nurse model will al¬ 
low for safe and appropri-

New law would 
measure hand¬ 
washing rates 

All Nova Scotia health 
authorities would have to 
report hand-washing rates 
to the province’s Health De¬ 
partment and make them 
public under legislation 
proposed Thursday. 


Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald said the 
province’s nine health 
boards already monitor 
hand-washing rates and 
report to a national safety 
body, but there is no uni¬ 
form reporting method 
in order to compare rates 
within Nova Scotia.

A Grade 12 student from Ches¬ 
ter Basin has been suspended 
for wearing a T-shirt pubhciz- 
ing his religious beliefs. 

The South Shore Regional 
School Board suspended Wil- 
ham Swimmer from Forest 
Heights Community School in 
Chester Basin for five days for 
wearing a shirt emblazoned 
with the words, “Life is wasted 
without Jesus.” 

School board Supt. Nancy 
Pynch-Worthylake said the 
wording on the shirt is prob¬ 
lematic because it is directed at 
the beliefs of others. 

“If 1 have an expression that 
says ‘My life is enhanced with 


Jesus,’ then there’s no issue 
with that, everybody is able to 
quickly imderstand that that’s 
my opinion about my own be¬ 
lief,” she said. 

“If the shirt were to say 
‘Without Jesus, your life is a 
complete waste,’ then that’s 
clear that it is an opinion aimed 
at somebody else’s belief” 

lYnch-Worthylake said 
the school has spoken with 
Swimmer a number of times 
about the shirt, asking him not 
to wear it again.

Mother of bulling victim 
calls legislation weak 


The mother of 15-year-old 
girl who committed suicide 
last year after being bullied 
implored the Nova Scotia 
government to strengthen 
its proposed legislation to 
combat cyber-bullying, say¬ 
ing the bill lacks “meat.” 

In an emotional appeal 
before the legislature’s law 
amendments committee, 
Pam Murchison said the bill 
doesn’t do anything to stop 
the activities of bullies on 
the Internet. 

Murchison spoke of her 
despair over the ongoing 
problems with bull 3 dng 
since her daughter’s death 
and her sense that nothing 
is being done. 

“Should each of you walk 
two steps in my shoes you 
would understand the anger 
and frustration that I have.” 

Murchison, whose daugh¬ 
ter Jenna died in January

2011, said she wanted con¬ 
crete steps taken that would 
mean consequences for bul¬ 
lies, whether that be the loss 
of their Internet use or their 
computer. 

“You just can’t shove this 
away,” the Truro woman said 
after her committee appear¬ 
ance. 

The bill requires schools 
to collect and monitor data 
before the government 
comes out with specific 
measures to deal with bully¬ 
ing, and there’s no time 


frame on when that may 
happen. 

Const. Todd Taylor of 
Truro police told the com¬ 
mittee that while research 
and tracking are important, 
officers don’t have the tools 
to address the problem. 

Taylor said the bill should 
at least include a provision 
to allow police and Inter¬ 
net service companies to 
develop a protocol through 
which police can access in¬ 
formation during the inves¬ 
tigation of bullying cases. 

The protocol recommen¬ 
dation was included in a 
task force report on cyber- 
bullying that was released in 
March. 

“I saw nothing or heard 
nothing in the bill that 
addresses the concerns 
that Nova Scotia families 
have today,” said Taylor.

Industry questions 
appropriateness

New legislation would give 
the province the power to 
send “educational materi¬ 
als” on responsible cellular 
use directly to your phone. 

But industry representa¬ 
tives and opposition parties 
are concerned the provision 
could be used to transmit 
partisan political messaging 
to cellphone users. 

Amendments to the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act, intro¬ 
duced on April 27, mostly 
concern rules around cell¬ 
phone contracts. But one 
section requires cellular 
providers to transmit, “at 
no additional cost to the 
customer, educational ma¬ 
terials about responsible 
cellular telephone use, in¬ 
cluding cyberbullying, im¬ 
mediately after the contract 
is made.” 

That led the Progressive 
Conservatives to invoke the 
spectre of Big Brother. 

“Our primary concern is 
about a grab for power by 
the NDP to push out propa¬ 
ganda messages on all of 
our cellphones,” Tory Lead¬ 
er Jamie Baillie told repor¬ 
ters on Thursday. 

“We do not want the NDP 
to have that power with our 



cell phones.” 

While the language of 
the amendments clearly 
states the “educational ma¬ 
terials” are about “respon¬ 
sible cellular telephone” 
use, it does not explicitly 
limit the government to 
that. 

Service Nova Scotia and 
Municipal Relations Minis¬ 
ter John MacDonnell said he 
didn’t think the language 
needed tightening up, but 
he’d be open to suggestions. 

“The intent was for 
cyberbullying information,” 
said MacDonnell. 

“I think, if we were 
ever thinking of using it 
in some other way, I think 
we should go back to the 
people on that one ... I’d be

She added police encour¬ 
age people to report driv¬ 
ers on their cellphones by 
writing down a description 
of the driver and the car 
along with the license plate.

According to Dr. Stan 
Kutcher, who helped spear¬ 
head the national initiative, 
youth are especially suscept¬ 
ible because they’re still de¬ 
veloping and enjoy active life¬ 
styles. “Concussions can get 
in the way of learning, and 
they can actually lead to men¬ 
tal disorders like depression,” 


said Kutcher, who works in 
the adolescent-mental-health 
division of the fWK. 

Although this project 
began before the injury, 
hockey star Sidney Crosby’s 
recent concussion problems 
have driven the issue into the 
spotlight. 

“Those of us who work in 
the field have known about 
this problem for eons, we just 


haven’t gotten it onto the 
public agenda,” said Kutcher. 
“So in a sort of sad way, but 
also in a sort of positive way, 
it was really the injury to Sid¬ 
ney Crosby that put this out 
there nationally.” 

Dunfield thinks if teens 
see the guides, they’ll read 
them. 

“I’m glad we have (the in¬ 
formation) now,” she said.

20 percentage points. 

Support for the idea has 
dropped from 82 per cent a 
couple of years ago to 63 per 
cent now. At the same time, 
support for regulation of home¬ 
heating fuel and electricity has

risen shghtly from 76 per cent 
to 79 per cent. 

Of those people who con¬ 
tinue to feel regulation is need¬ 
ed, a significant majority (81 
per cent) are more concerned 
about companies taking unfair 
advantage than the actual cost. 

Our research also shows that 
concern over heating fuel and 
electricity is greater than con¬ 
cern over the price of gasoline. 
Almost 70 per cent say heating- 
fuel and electricity costs impact 
their household budgets more 
substantially than gas prices. 

And 79 per cent of respond¬ 
ents feel that they can reduce 
gas consumption in periods of 


high prices, but it is more dif¬ 
ficult to do that when it comes 
to heating their homes. 

How are people coping with 
current high prices at the gas 
pump? Most, 65 per cent, say 
they are cutting back in other 
areas of household spending 
and 71 per cent are trying vari¬ 
ous forms of conservation. 

A whole host of conserva¬ 
tion methods are being used: 

— 43 per cent say they are 
driving less or switching to 
more fuel-efficient cars. 

— About 60 per cent have 
done home renovations. 

— 19 per cent have started 
to use pubhc transit or car¬ 
pooling. 

— Just over 70 per cent are 
buying energy-efficient appli¬ 
ances.

Tuition has been mostly fro¬ 
zen in Quebec for 43 years, 
but there is little evidence 
this has increased univer¬ 
sity enrolment.

Ford told radio station 
AM640 this morning he 
wants Toronto Star reporter 
Daniel Dale removed from 
covering city hall in light of 
last night’s confrontation. 

Police were called to the 
mayor’s west Toronto home 
after a neighbour saw some¬ 
one who appeared to be in 
the mayor’s backyard with a 
recording device. 

The Star says Dale was 
on public property next to 
Ford’s home and was there 
to research a story about 
a piece of land Ford wants 
to buy. The paper says Dale 
was not there to harass 
Ford. 

A visibly angry Ford held 
a press conference outside 


his home on Wednesday 
night and said it’s unbeliev¬ 
able what the reporter did, 
adding when he confronted 
Dale, the journalist dropped 
his phone and recorder be¬ 
fore running away. 

Dale’s version of events, 
posted on the Star’s web¬ 
site, says Ford yelled and 
charged at him with one fist 


up even though the repor¬ 
ter pleaded for him to stop. 

Ford said this morning 
he “never laid a hand on” 
Dale but stressed he doesn’t 
want to see the reporter in 
any media scrums. 

“I will not be talking to 
any reporters if he is part of 
that scrum,” he told AM640. 

This isn’t the first time 


Ford has been involved in 
a dust-up with a member of 
the media. 

In October, Ford called 
911 after Mary Walsh of the 
CBC’s comedy series “22 
Minutes” confronted him in 
his driveway dressed as her 
Marg Delahunty, Princess 
Warrior character.

Ferry captain describes 
his 'angst and full 
panic’ after mass 
murderer began Utoya 
island slaughter 


Witnesses in Norway re¬ 
counted Thursday how mass 
murderer Anders Behring 
Breivik — armed and in po¬ 
lice uniform — managed to 
trick his way onto a ferry 
to Utoya island, where he 
massacred 69 people in a 
shooting spree just hours 
after killing eight people in 
a bomb attack. 

Jon Olson, captain of 
the MS Thorbjoern ferry, 
told the Oslo District Court 
about his “angst and full 
panic” as he frantically tried 
to contact police about the 
island attack after his ferry 
had docked at Utoya. 

Breivik has admitted to 
the bombing in Oslo’s gov¬ 
ernment district and the 
subsequent shootings at a 
Labor Party youth camp on 
Utoya. He claims the July 
22 attacks were “necessary” 
and that the 77 victims had 
betrayed Norway by embra¬ 
cing immigration. 

Olson, who lost his part¬ 
ner, Monica Boesei, the 
second person to die in the 
shootings, said neither he 
nor his crew suspected the 
uniform-clad Breivik to be 
anything other than a po¬ 
lice officer. 


Norway 


Breivik has earlier said 
that being declared in¬ 
sane would be the worst 
thing that could happen. 
It would “delegitimize” 
his views. 

Investigating officers 
told how the heavily armed 
killer shot his victims, be¬ 
ginning with a security of¬ 
ficial on the island and then 
68 others, mostly the youth 
who were participating in 
the summer retreat. 

Breivik’s weapons in¬ 
cluded a Ruger Mini-14 
Ranch rifle, equipped with 
a bayonet; a pistol and more 
than 1,000 rounds of ammu¬ 
nition. 

He was also carrying 
a gas mask, a tourniquet, 
flashlight and three choco¬ 
late bars when he arrived 
on the island, police said. 

Since he has admitted 
his actions, Breivik’s mental 
state is the key issue for the 
trial to resolve. 

If found guilty and sane, 
Breivik would face 21 years 
in prison, although he can 
be held longer if deemed a 
danger to society. 

If declared insane, he 
would be committed to com¬ 
pulsory psychiatric care. 

In earlier court sessions, 
Breivik has coldly described 
the meticulously planned 
attacks in highly gruesome 
detail.

Cristina Di Corte remembers 
the day she foimd out she had 
mitochondrial neurogastro- 
intestinal encephalopathy — it 
was the same day she learned 
that a bone marrow transplant 
could save her life. It was also 
the beginning of an ambitious 
coast-to-coast social media cam¬ 
paign to find a donor match. 

“It was really scaiy to finally 
find out what I have,” says the 
22-year-old Mississauga native 
of that day last November. 

If you’ve never heard of 
the disease, also known by its 
acronym MNGIE, you’re not 
alone. The genetic condition 
has only ever been diagnosed 
in 70 people worldwide and 
is so rare that most doctors 
have never heard of it. 

Di Corte first started noti¬ 
cing s 5 miptoms when she was 
17, but it would be four years 


before she was accurately 
diagnosed. The condition af¬ 
fects the muscles that move 
material through the digest¬ 
ive system, so much of what 
Di Corte ate would sit in her 
system and rot. A hairdresser 
at Erin Mills Town Centre, 
she became so exhausted that 
she was unable to work. 

“I was nauseous, throwing 
up, and had horrible stomach 
pains,” says Di Corte. Already 
a naturally slim woman at 98 
pounds, her weight dropped to 
as low as 68 pounds. A series of 
doctors and specialists misdiag¬ 
nosed her with irritable bowel 
syndrome, tested her for celiac 
disease and colon cancer, and 
even sent her to a clinic for 
people with eating disorders. 

To finally be able to name 
the disease was little comfort 
though, as it came with the 
news that she would need a 
bone marrow transplant. 

“I basically need it as soon 
as possible,” says Di Corte, 
who now receives nutrients 
through a central catheter 
line and is back up to 80 
pounds. Unfortunately, her 
mother, father and brother 
are not matches. Di Corte is 
registered with OneMatch.ca, 
a stem cell and marrow donor 
network, but they warned 
her that the list is long.

All that’s required to register 
with Canada’s stem cell and 
marrow network is a simple, 
non-invasive cheek swab — 
and you don’t even need to 
see a doctor to do it. 


• Individuals can go to One¬ 
Match.ca and order a free 
swab kit. A YouTube video 
explains how to take the 
swab and then the samples 
are simply popped back in 
the mail, postage paid. 


That’s when her older 
brother had an idea. “He was 
like, why don’t we put this on 
Facebook?” says Di Corte. 

A Facebook event asked 
friends and family to tweet 
#hopeforcristina on Twitter 
every Wednesday at 6 p.m., and 
the call has been a trending 
topic in Canada three times. 
She also has her own web¬ 
site, Helpingcristina.org, and 
it wasn’t long before Di Corte 
was telling her story on Cit 3 Ftv.

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RIM shares plunge 
to 2003 level 


Market. BlackBerry 
maker's shares plunge 
to below $12 in the 
three days following 
initial preview of new 
operating system 


The Canadian company that 
revolutionized the mobile 
phone industry spent a very 
expensive week trying to sell 
the idea that the BlackBerry 
isn’t a dying technology, only 
to see its share price close 
Thursday at its lowest level in 
nearly a decade. 

Research In Motion stock 
fell 72 cents, or 5.7 per cent, 
to close at $11.91 on the To¬ 
ronto Stock Exchange. 

It hasn’t been below $12 
since 2003. 

Thursday’s plunge marked 
three days of declines that 
began after the Waterloo, 
Ont., tech giant gave a first 
glimpse of its much-anticipat¬ 
ed new operating software at 
its annual developer confer¬ 
ence in Orlando, Fla. 


The BlackBerry 10 OS 
prototype was handed to de¬ 
velopers in the hope of get¬ 
ting them onside and writing 
applications for the system, 
but it won’t hit the market for 
several months. 

RIM’S shares have fallen 
some 15 per cent since Tues¬ 
day’s reveal of the operating 
system. At its height the stock 
was trading at more than 
$144 in 2008, when RIM was 
briefly the most valuable com¬ 
pany on the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

During the conference, 
RIM chief executive Thorsten 
Heins was forced to confront 
rumours that the new Black¬ 


Berry would feature only a 
touchscreen keyboard and 
not a physical ke 5 ^ad. 

The confusion arose after 
Heins unveiled the new oper¬ 
ating system and focused on 
some flashy features avail¬ 
able to touchscreen users, 
but didn’t address any future 
plans for keypad devices. 
Some reports suggested the 
company would completely 
ditch the physical keys that 
helped build its name and are 
favoured by many of its users. 

“We won’t lose the focus 
on physical keypads. It would 
be wrong, just plain wrong to 
do this,” Heins said.

Work of art sells 
for historic price 

NEW YORK. Edvard Munch’s 
The Scream made history 
on Wednesday night when 
it became the most expen¬ 
sive piece of art ever sold at 
auction. 

After a fierce bidding war 
at Sotheby’s New York, the 
1895 pastel went to an an¬ 
onymous buyer for $119.9 
million US. The auction 
house was thrilled at the 
“historic” price on a night 
when sales topped $330 mil- 
hon US. 



Simon Shaw, the head of 
impressionist and modern 
art for Sotheby’s, said the 
painting was a good deal. 

“If ever there was a work 
of art of true shock and awe, 
it is Edvard Munch’s The 
Scream, which is not only 
one of the seminal images 
from art history, but also 
one of the visual keys to the 
modern consciousness.” 

The work is one of four 
versions by the Norwegian 
expressionist artist and was 
the only one still privately 
owned. 

It is regarded as the most 
prized of the four as a poem 
written by the artist is on 
the frame. metro

Richard: Mark, even though 
the ads guaranteed I would b^e- 
lieve a man could fly, I’m not 
sure that my flfteen-year-old 
self actually thought Christo¬ 
pher Reeve was circling the 
earth in Superman: The Movie, 
but I do know I thought it was 
cool. And still do. I’ve seen it 
dozens of times and its blend of 
humour, action and nostalgia is 
worth its weight in Kryptonite. 

Mark: The first Superman mov¬ 
ie was the platinum standard in 
superhero films: graceful, even 
poetic. The sequels ruined its 
goodwill, but the quality of the 
original cannot be denied. But 


I think the world can be div¬ 
ided into two kinds of people: 
Superman people and Batman 
people, and I, Richard, seem to 
be a Batman person. Even the 
weakest in the Batman fran¬ 
chise still enthralls me; if we’re 
talking about Christopher 
Nolan’s The Dark Knight, we 
may be talking Godfather-level 
cinema. 

RC: Of the big name super¬ 
heroes we haven’t mentioned 
Spider-Man yet.

Doc 
breaks down tough guys 




Forged in a harsh Hong Kong 
ghetto, Frank Lee came to 
Ganada in 1960 and worked 
overnights at the rough and 
tumble Phoenix Gafe in Ed¬ 
monton. 

He was a waiter/busboy/ 
bouncer and, as miscreants 
soon found out, a very tal¬ 
ented martial artist. When 
trouble started, he ended it. 
Tough as nails, the five-foot- 
seven 155-pounder never 
lost a fight. 

He went on to become 
a martial arts grandmaster 
out of the Edmonton g 3 nn 
dubbed Frank’s Torture 
Ghamber. And he trained 
champions half a world away 
in Thailand and Hong Kong. 

Along the way, his family 
drifted apart. 

So son Gorey — a film¬ 
maker — set about to re¬ 
connect. In 2011, he started 
training under his father, re¬ 
turning to the martial arts he 
had abandoned more than 
two decades before.

Tears fiow as Frank re¬ 
reads a letter he sent Gorey 
from Hong Kong in February

laments the breakup of his 
family — or “crystal ball” as 
he calls it.

“By the end of this season, 
the Ellis gun goes off,” Jaime 
Cepero tells us about his de¬ 
liciously villainous character 
on NBC’s Smash. We inter¬ 
viewed him to find out more 
about everyone’s favourite 
showbiz swindler. 

EUis is one of our favourite 
characters on Smash. And 
he gets some of the best 
storylines on the show. Do 
you agree? 

Yeah, absolutely. 1 think the 
most exciting thing about 
this character for me, as an 
actor, was that he’s really 
undefined as you go into the 
series. It sets the platform to 
kind of go an 3 ^here I want, 
in as far as storyline. And 
it’s been really interesting 


to watch him grow and get 
a new script each week and 
see where this kid is going. 
A lot of the other characters 
are very defined when you go 
into the series, and he’s very 
special in that sense. 

He’s also painted as a villain 

— do you think he accurate¬ 
ly represents a certain type 
of person in show business? 

I’ve definitely met some Ellis¬ 
es in my day! I think that’s 
why there’s such a strong 
reaction to the character, be¬ 
cause no matter what busi¬ 
ness you’re in — whether 
you’re in theatre or an 3 ^here 

— you know this person. We 
all know an Ellis who’s overly 
ambitious, and really brown¬ 
nosing the boss, and kind of 
slips up under your radar. I 
think that’s why people are 
really responding in such a 
[strong] way, because we all 
know this person. 

We know Ellis is ambitious, 
but why? 

I think as the series goes on, 
you kind of get more defin¬ 
ition about why he is so am¬ 
bitious. He starts working for 


Tom and Julia at first, and he’s 
working for people of this cal¬ 
iber, and he’s very intrigued 
by this world he’s working in. 
He’s getting to see how these 
people are treated and how 
much money they’re mak¬ 
ing — he sees all the facts, 
because he’s the assistant, he 
sees all the numbers. I think 
he gets a taste of this world, 
he gets a taste of these lavish 
parties, and he wants it for 
himself because he’s never 
had it before. That’s very at¬ 
tractive for him. By all means 
necessary, he’s going to pur¬ 
sue those things for himself 

Is producing his passion, or 
is he going to try to make 
his way onstage? 

He kind of makes a decision 
about choosing production 
as the way to go. I think that 
stems from his ambition, 
from watching behind the 
scenes, from being behind 
the table and watching how 
the actors are being treated 
and the drama he’s seeing 
on the side. I think he de¬ 
cides producing is the way 
to go to be in a position with 
the most power. 


What is his weakness? 

Probably the blindness of his 
ambition. He’s just kind of do¬ 
ing whatever it takes - but he 
brashly makes decisions some¬ 
times without thinking about 
them, which sometimes works 
in his favor and sometimes not. 
It’s his biggest asset and his 
biggest weakness - how much 
cojones he has, but also how 
little he thinks. 

Do you relate to those char¬ 
acteristics? 

Jaime and Ellis are very differ¬ 
ent people. I would say that I 
definitely admire his ambition. 
If I had as much ambition as 
my character does, in real life. 
I’d probably be in a very differ¬ 
ent spot. It’s really shocking 
to get the script and be hke, 
“Oh wow, this kid is not play¬ 
ing games. He really wants this 
badly” It’s admirable to me, be¬ 
cause it’s rare. 

What do we have to look 
forward to? 

The next couple of episodes 
are pretty intense. There’s a 
lot of conflict between a lot 
of the characters leading up 
to Episode 15.

What would it be like to 
have Kurt Cobain and Jimi 
Hendrix in the same band 
at a show? 

Reuters recently asked 
1,100 people whom they 
would most like to see re¬ 
turn from the dead. 

The answer was Ray 
Charles. 

Some critics find this 
most distressing and I 
understand that. 

But we’ve been moving 
down this road towards 
virtual performers for dec¬ 
ades. 

When C^ueen released 
their Live Killers concert 
album in 1979, there was 
an outcry from purists who 
claimed that backing tapes 
were used to fill in some of 
the vocal parts. 

Fans were shocked to 
find that live albums from 
many other artists were 
tarted up in the studio 
afterwards. 

That’s not very “live,” is 
it? 


Yet fans didn’t care. 
After paying good money to 
see these bands, they want¬ 
ed the songs to sound as 
close to what they heard on 
the radio and their stereos. 

A few years later, the 
Human League was kicked 
off a Talking Heads tour 
because audiences became 
so hostile at the sight of a 
bunch of people dancing 
and singing to machines. 
S 3 mth bands in general 
were shunned by rockers 
who believed that these art¬ 
ists were cheating by using 
electronics, and thus not 
“real” musicians. 

But people got over it. 

S 5 mth bands not only 
survived but prospered. 

Today, fans expect 
pitch-perfect note-for-note 
renditions of their favour¬ 
ite songs in concert and 
(where applicable) all kinds 
of dancing, special effects 
and costume changes. 

The only way to do that 
is with Auto-Tune and back¬ 
ing tracks. 

Meanwhile, fans watch 
most of the show on big 
video screens rather than 
watching the stage. Again, 
what’s “live?” 

Gorillaz sold millions of 
records as a virtual group. 

Same with Canada’s 
Prozzak. Hatsune Miku 
is an anime cartoon who 
performs with a live band 
in front of tens of thou¬ 
sands of screaming fans in 
Japanese arenas. 

We live in a computer 
generated imagery world 
where technology blurs re¬ 
ality on TV screens, in the¬ 
atres, in amusement parks 
and on computers. 

Why wouldn’t this be 
extended to the realm of 
live concerts? 

Besides, don’t we be¬ 
lieve that all celebrities are 
fake, an 3 m^ay?

“I said, ‘Well, these are 
my hand tools. It’s all going 
to build up from this,”’ says 
White. 

The resulting 13 tracks 
may be the best compendium 
yet of his particular blend of 
American music. There’s elec¬ 
tric rages (Sixteen Saltines), 
country blues (Trash Tongue 
Talker), rockabilly (Rudolph 


Toombs’ I’m Shakin,’ the lone 
cover) and folk ballads like 
the lilting Hip (Epon 3 mious) 
Poor Boy. 

After frmneling his song¬ 
writing through various band 
conceptions — the White 
Stripes, the Raconteurs, the 
Dead Weather — White is dir¬ 
ecting his latest production 
without artifice. Or at least, 
less artifice. 

“The funniest thing is that 
every album I’ve done and 
every band I’ve been in have 
been happy accidents, includ¬ 
ing this one,” says White, 
speaking from his home in 
Nashville. “If you just write 
songs and don’t tell them 
what to be — don’t tell the 
song to be a country song or 
a rock ‘n’ roll song — then it 
becomes what it needs to be 
in the end.”

Poor Popchips. They just 
wanted to get people to eat 
their unique snack food 
(a.k.a. communion wafers 
with salt) but their recent 
online ad campaign is back¬ 
firing spectacularly. 

The face of the campaign, 
Ashton Kutcher, is currently 
facing criticism for his roles 
in the commercials that 
many feel are racist, accord¬ 
ing to E! News. In the online 
video, Kutcher appears as 
numerous ridiculous charac¬ 
ters, including Raj, a brown¬ 
faced Boll 3 ^ood producer 
with a thick Indian accent. 
(Kutcher also appears as a 
character sending up Karl 


Lagerfeld that could be con¬ 
strued as homophobic.) 

Overwhelmingly nega¬ 
tive responses to the ad¬ 
vertisement prompted 
Popchips to remove it from 
YouTube and Facebook a day 
after it was released. 

“The new Popchips 
worldwide dating video 
and ad campaign featuring 
four characters was created 
to provoke a few laughs 
and was never intended to 
stereot 3 q)e or offend any¬ 
one,” a company rep said 
in a statement to the Holly¬ 
wood Reporter. 

Here’s the thing someone 
should have told Popchips: 
Kutcher can’t act. At all. His 
version of “acting” is basic¬ 
ally over the top parody — 
all the time. So when he gets 
tapped to portray someone 
of a different race, even in 
a comedic role, of course 
it will be seen as mockeiy/ 
racism.

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Complement haddock with an odd little fruit 


Visually, kumquats resemble 
diminutive oranges. But they 
technically aren’t citrus. And 
unlike oranges, it is the thin 
skin that is sweet, while the 
flesh is sour. 

You probably won’t And 
bushels of them at the grocer, 
but most stores will have a few 
pints tucked away among the 
“strange” produce offerings. 

And they are worth looking 
for. Here’s why: in a tiny, bright 
orange package, kumquats 
pack an intense sweet-tart fla¬ 
vour that complements sweet 
and savoury dishes. 

Kumquats, which origin¬ 
ated in China, are eaten whole 
— as in, skin and all. The seeds 
can be chomped, too. But that’s 
a matter of taste. 

Kumquats should be Arm, 
but tender. They can be stored 


at room temperature for sev¬ 
eral days or refrigerated for two 
to three weeks. 

Here they’re used to make 
Kumquat and Red Onion Salsa 
on Baked Haddock. 

1. Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F). Coat a rimmed baking

haddock in egg blend, turning 
to coat all sides, then dredge 
through bread crumbs, pat¬ 
ting them to cover evenly. 

4. Arrange haddock on pre¬ 
pared bating sheet. Spritz 
tops of fish with cooking 
spray. Bake 14 minutes or 
until the fish flakes easily. 

5. Meanwhile, in a food pro¬ 
cessor, combine onion, jala¬ 
peno and garlic. Process until 
chopped. Add cilantro and 
kumquats, then pulse to chop. 

6 . Transfer kumquat mixture 
to a medium bowl. Stir in ohve 
oil, honey and lemon juice, then 
season with salt and pepper.

Exhibit 52C was the semi- 
crushed Miller Lite beer can. 
Exhibit 52D was the FedEx 
box that once contained the 
beer can. Then came exhibits 
of gauze, tissues, syringes, cot¬ 
ton balls and needles, some of 
which were once inside the 
beer can, using up letters of the 
alphabet all the way to X. 

For the first time Thursday, 
the jury in the Roger Clemens 
trial saw in person the physical 
evidence the government says 
will link the 11-time all-star to 
steroids, evidence Clemens’ 
lawyer has called a “mixed-up 
hodgepodge of garbage.” 

The items were presented 
on Day 10 of the retrial on char¬ 
ges that Clemens committed 
peijury when he told Congress 
in 2008 that he had never taken
